Rewrite claim 2 as shown below. 

Claim 2. (Currently amended) The composition of claim 1 , wherein said calcium 
channel blocker is 3,5-pyridinedicarboxylic acid, 1,4-dihydro-2,6-dimethyl-4-(2- 
nitrophenylHimethy! ester, which has the chemical formula of Ci7Hi 8 N 2 06. 

Amend claims 7 and 16 as follows 2 . 

Claim 7, line 3: delete "nimorazoer and insert — nimorazole — . 
Claim 7, line 4: delete "hentamycin," . 

Claim 7, last line: delete "clindamycin, chloramphicor and insert 
— chloramphenicol — . 

1 Applicant already paid for 28 claims. Upon the entry of the Examiner's Amendment, there will be 32 
claims pending and allowed. Hence, a fee for four additional claims must be paid. As a small entity, the 
fee is 4 X $25 ■ $100. 

2 Claim 7 contains a misspelling for nfmorazole and recites clindamycin twice. Claim 7 also contains a 
misspelling for chloramphenicol (note the correct spelling in claim 6, last line).
